He says his specific reason for dis­ 
approving the La Follette bill is that

The S unset Railway, owned jointly j 
by the S outhern Pacific and the Santa 
F e systems, has submitted to the d e - ! 
cree of the commission lowering rates 
by from IO to 50 per cent. 
It has been 
found that this short line has been al­ 
most without parallel in 
its 
earning 
percentages, declaring a 
dividend 
of j 
60 per cent in 1910 and of IOO per cent 
in 1911. 
The inexcusableness of the 
schedule of freight extortions was rec­ 
ognized and the new rates put into 
effect without any appeal to the courts. 
To the credit of the state commis­ 
sion must be placed three previous re ­ 
ductions, one that of the 
rates 
be­ 
tween Los Angeles and San Pedro, af­ 
fecting shipm ents by w ater; one, the 
whole rate system into the San J o a ­ 
quin valley; and the third the sched­ 
ules into the Imperial valley. 
All of 
these lie within the field of tile rom- 
mission's old jurisdiction. 
All 
have 
been effected with such justice to thp 
public and to the 
roads 
alike 
that 
there has been no appeal to the courts 
from any alleged favoritism 
or 
bad 
judgment on the part of die adminis­ 
tration. except in the one case of the 
San Pedro rates, and t Ii is was quickly 
settled. 
And all have resulted in sub­ 
stantial reductions to shippers. 
The work of the old commission is 
still too fresh in the minds of the citi­ 
zens of California to need much a t­ 
te n tio n . 
T here were few and feeble 
attem pts on the part of the commis­ 
sion to act upon any 
complaints 
of 
shippers, and in such cases as action 
was finally taken, nothing was accom­ 
plished, e ith er because of 
failure 
to 
act or because the action was nullified 
by the courts.

about by the present commission have

Just how Hie American people are 
going to economize in the use of fuel 
does not seem clear at present. There 
Is little likelihood of cheaper 
coal. 
Those who mine coal are insistent on 
the proposition that coal cannot be 
produced at a lower cost than it is 
now under Hie conditions exacted by 
law and labor. 
Those who own the 
anthracite coal fields of Pennsylvania 
and who lease them to the operatives 
have indicated 
their 
intention 
in 
many instances of increasing the roy­ 
alty charges. 
The railroads 
assert 
with great positiveness that they c an ­ 
not pay higher wages to their em ­ 
ployees unless the public 
hear the cost. 
The coal 
roads, 
of 
course, are included iii tills declara­ 
tion. 
T ake it all around, it is the pub­ 
lic thar m ust pay tim hill. 
In return for this the public should, 
by right, lie permitted to take a more 
active part in determ ining Hie condi­ 
tions under which the coal operatives 
and the coal railroads transact t heir 
business.

Apparently, the cost of fuel briquets 
is g reater titan the cost of coal, and, 
because this is so, it is difficult to in­ 
duce the A m erican consumer to use 
them.

Moreover, if they were used the price 
of coal would be lower, because Hie 
waste of the m ines would be smaller.

been during the ten years since the 
dam was constructed 
and 
the 
lake 
formed, a decrease of 1.1 degree Fah­ 
renheit in the average monthly differ­ 
ence between maximum and minimum 
tem peratures. 
In the neighborhood of 
another lake the num ber of foggy days 
has increased from 
th e 
average 
of 
fifty-seven each year to eighty-six. The 
German investigator says that this in­ 
crease can be assigned to 
no other 
cause than the creation of the great 
artificial lake and the consequent in­ 
creased evaporation in the locality.—

STANTON, Aug. ‘J.—The board 
of 
trustees of Stanton lias 
paused 
an 
ordinance making a levy of 
$1.00 for 
city taxes. Tile assessed valuation is 
slightly iii excess of $613,000. 
When 
the city was incorporated a year ago, 
tile assessed valuation was $377,000. 
I'tiller the budget adopted the city 
will expend about $5000 
this 
year 
for road oiling and this fall a number 
of the streets will be put in first-class 
condition. 
Already a 
considerable 
amount of grading has been done on 
Stanton avenue, and more work of this 
character will be done before oil is 
applied. 
The people of Stanton 
are 
very 
much in favor of a county issue 
o f j 
bonds for a boulevard sim ilar to that 
of Los Angeles county and are laying 
the foundation for two or three m a-1 
cadent streets in the city lim its of j 
Stanton to 
connect with the 
county 
system by 
making cuts

where the same are necessary. 
Stanton avenue has recently been 
oiled from the Pacific Electric station, 
north and this improvement has added 
materially to the appearance of the 
townsite.

very best of the new varieties of bar­ 
ley is known as the Beldi, originally 
imported from 
Algeria.

year 
this variety yielded over 93 bushels 
per acre and this season, under more 
severe conditions, about 90 bushels as 
against a yield of ordinary barley of 
20 bushels.

Birds Feasting On Qrasshopptrs 
H. C. Bryant, a graduate 
of 
the 
university and holder of the 
State 
Fish and Game Commission Fellow­ 
ship, will 
snortly 
publish 
in 
the 
zoological series of the university a 
report on the preying of 
birds 
on 
grasshoppers, considering 
how 
far 
the harm done by birds to crops is 
counterbalanced by their destruction 
of the troublesom e grasshopper. 
Mr. 
Bryant has ju st concluded investigat­ 
ing at Los Banos, 
Merced 
county, 
where grasshoppers were found to be- 
causing fearful damage to alfalfa and 
vegetables. 
Several .acres of infesta­ 
tion in the near 
vicinity 
of 
Los 
Banos caused the total destruction of 
the crop of alfalfa. 
The grasshopper 
known as the 
Melanopliis 
dlfferen- 
tialis numbered in that vicinity twen­ 
ty to thirty to the square yard and 
stripped every leaf vt the alfalfa and 


defoliated the young shade trees. In­ 
cluding too eucalyptus. 
Mr. 
Bryant 
examined tho stomachs of large num­ 
bers and varieties of birds 
to see 
how many grasshoppers 
they were 
devouring. 
He found that the bur­ 
rowing 
owl 
had 
consumed 
more 
grasshoppers than any other bird ex­ 
amined, the remains of twenty-eight 
being found In the creature’s stom­ 
ach. 
There are, however, more red­ 
winged blackbirds than owls in the 
neighborhood, and therefore the for­ 
mer must be considered the more ef­ 
ficient grasshopper destroyers. 
The 
meadowlark, 
killdeer, 
oriole, 
and 
butcherbird come next in order. Mr. 
Bryaut estimates that a flock of two 
hundred red-winged 
blackbirds feed­ 
ing on the infested areas 
were de­ 
stroying over 590 
grasshoppers 
an 
hour and over 5000 a day. 
At this 
rate such a Hook would 
be able to 
clear up almost an acre and a half 
of the 
worst 
infested 
districts 
a 
month. 
Meadowlarks were found to 
be taking an average of sixteen hop­ 
pers every four hours. 
• Mr. Bryant made a rough estimate 
of the numbers of grasshoppers de­ 
stroyed per square mile by the total 
bird population of that 
area in a 
day, basing his computations on the 
average number of Insects found In 
the different birds’ stomachs. 
It ap­ 
pears that almost 400,000 
grasshop­ 
pers are destroyed on every square 
mile. 
Everf at this rate 
the birds 
were getting ouly a small percentage 
of the insects 
because 
there 
are 
about seventy-seven and a half mil­ 
lion grasshoppers to the square mile 
iii the infested district. 
The curious fact is that 
birds In 
the reglou of the 
grasshoppers who 
do not 
ordinarily 
eat 
this 
insect 
changed their diet to accord with the 


food supply. 
Killdeer, 
horned larks 
and orioles, for instance, do not nat­ 
urally eat muny grasshoppers, hut in 
this region they live on them almost 
entirely.*

The season of 
California’s 
most 
luscious fruit, the grape, Is at hand. 
Grapes in carload lots have been ar­ 
riving during the past week, with the 
result that the market has been declin­ 
ing on the Aret 
varieties 
to 
ap­ 
pear, the Malaga, seedless Thompson 
and the Muscat. Three new varieties 
have been added within the past two 
days by the coming of the Concord 
and Delaware, two typically eastern 
varieties, and the purple Damascus. 
Imperial Valley is furnishing all of 
the present supply, but it is only a 
matter of days before the local vine­ 
yards will be turning out their rich 
harvests. The price of 
Malagas 
Is 
down to 2 cents a pound, and that Ag­ 
ura is just about moving 
the 
crop 
coming in. Muscats are a cent higher. 
Concords are coming in crates, and are 
bringing up to $2 each, while the Del­ 
aware grapes are selling for $1.75. 
The advance in batter prices In San 
Francisco and the big consumption 
of the present time, according to the 
dealers, were the two causes which 
brought the price here to 31 cents on 
creamery extra, 30% 
on 
creamery 
Arete, and country butter 
to 
25%. 
This increase is one of a fraction over 
a cent. Receipts of the commodity 
continue very heavy, and the majority 
of the stock is consumed as it comes 
in, the little surplus going Into storage. 
Yesterday receipts were 76.644 pounds. 
Arrivals of eggs were 310 cases, and 
the demand for them was light. Prices 
held fairly well on the few sales which 
wero made. 
Tho demand for cheese of the north­ 
ern fresh variety was fair, and the 
jobbing price on some of the stock 
was down to 15 cents, at which street 
sales 
were 
reported. 
Arrivals 
of 
cheeso were 2700 pounds. 
The price asked on Highland spuds 
is up to $1.25, but it is a very difficult 
matter to And dealers who are getting 
that quotation, with local spuds sell­ 
ing as low as 50 cents.

Bordeaux mixture has 
been the remedy. 
It is effectual, but 
it requires time and several applica­ 
tions. 
One good treatment with lime 
and sulphur will do more to rid the: 
trees of the disease than a season of 
spraying with Bordeaux. For this pur­ 
pose, if for no other, the sulphur is to I 
be recommended.
